Dear Doctor MoGill: 

I have the honour to report on an 
inspection of the St. Francie Xavier's Indian 
Residential School at Sturgeon Lake, in the 
Lesser Slave Lake Agenoy: 

At the time of my inspection there 
were 85 children at the school, 80 of whom 
were grent-earning pupils. 

I visited the class-rooms and in- 
spected the building, and spent considerable 
time with the children and the Sisters there, 
going over their different aotigities at the 
school. The Provincial School Inspector re- 
ported on this institution a short time ago, 
and found the class-room work very satisfactory. 

The girls attending this school are 
being given as good a training in all branches 
of household science as it is possible to give 
them in such an institution, and I found that 7 
of the older ones were not attending classes at 
all, but were getting special instructions in 
Gooking, house~keeping, sewing, &0., to better 
fit them for their home life on the reserve. 
This is being done with the authority of the De- 
partment.

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Activities for the boys of this school 
are very limited: They get the regular class-room 
work, but as far as outside work goes there is no~ 
thing for them to do besides helping with a few 
chores, &c., and organized outdoor play amongst 
the boys is also lacking. 

The children all looked well and happy- 
I checked over the meale they were being served 
and found that they meet the requirements of the 
children, evidence of which was shown in their 
healthy appearance. 

I need not describe the building, 8s 
I have done this on previous occasions, and you 
visited it a year ago last August, but ae you 
know it is very dilapidated and I would say the 
dormitories are hardly fit for the children to 
sleep in. However, they are probably better than 
most of the homes on the reserve, so very little 
can be said about them. The buildings are all 
kept in as good @ state of repair a8 possible, 
but you will understand the difficulty of keeping 
a building of this nature in condition, and in my 
opinion this ie one place where & new school is 
requireds 

They raise « good garden, but the 
potato crop was more OF less of a failure this 
year on account of the wet weather. They had 
fair success with other garden truck, however. 

The school had 60 acres of grain in 
crop this year,~ wheat, oate and barley, but this 
was not threshed when I was there as there had 


been so much wet weather and snow. It is difficult 


for this institution to get any more land under 


- cultivation - 
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cultivation, as the land is covered with heavy 
timber, and before any more breaking can be done 
this bush has to be cleared away. Twenty acres 
of brushing was done this summer mostly by the 
staff and Indians from the reservation. 

The School have 9 cows, 9 calves, 6 
horses, chickens and pigs. It was necessary for 
them to sen@ the rest of their herd down to 
Grouard on account of the shortage of feed. 

The Staff at this instituion consists 
of Rev. Father Girard, 0.M.I., an Assistant 
Principal, 2 lay brothers and 2 hired men, as 
well ae 11 Sisters of Providence. They seem to 
be an efficient staff of Sisters, and I believe 
they practically run the school as I do not think 
Father Girard takes very much interest in the 


affaires of this institution, being more concerned 


with the mission work and the administration of 


the farm, 4c. 

The Sister Superior made 4 few requests 
which I am forwarding to the Department in a 
separate letter.

and in a central position on the north boundary of the Sturgeon 
lake Reserve. The closest railway point, at present, is 
Grande Prairie, which is about 70 miles due west. Until the : 
past year, the road has been 4 rather difficult one to 
freight in supplies over during the summer months, and 
consequently supplies had to be taken in during the winter 
when the muskege and lakes were frozen over. Last year a 
highway was built and bridges put in over the small streams, 
and it will now be possible to take in supplies at any 

season of the year. A highway right-of-way is being cut 

out this winter north east from the school to a point on the 
railway near High Prairie, and it is expected that a highway 
will be built during the coming summer. The distance will 

be about 50 miles, which will not only bring them closer to 

@ railway point, but will save the long freight haul from 
High Prairie to Grande Prairie. 

There were 77 pupils enrolled at the time of 
my visit, 39 girls and 38 boys. Four classrooms are provided 
with a teacher in each. The pupils appeared to be bright, 
and are making good progress in their school work. The 
Sisters in charge of the classrooms appear to be quite 
capable teachers, and referring to the Provincial School 
Inspector's report on their work, which was made last 
November, it would appear that he entertains a favourable 
opinion of their ability as teachers. 

The pupils presented a healthy and well 
nourished appearance. It was noted that they were well and 
warmly clad. Their recreations, during the winter months, 
are skating and sledding and such outdoor games as are 


possible, and during the summer monthe they engage in 


outdoor games

outdoor games, the boys being particularly fond of football. 

Residential accommodation for the children 
and Sisters is provided in two separate frame buildings. The 
boys' building was very recently erected. The upstairs 
provides @ dormitory 25' x 64', with an 11 ft. ceiling. It 
contains 39 beds. This is a very good, airy, roomy dormitory. 
Twelve wash basins, and individual towels are provided. One 
room is set aside for an infirmary. The first floor is 
a@ivided into classrooms, which are 411 well lighted. Three 
hot air furnaces are used for heating purposes. 

There are three outside stairways, with easy 
means of access, provided as a means of escape in the event 
of fire. Fire extinguishers are placed at convenient points 
on each floor. 

There is a spare room, 25' x 48', with a 10 ft. 
ceiling, which could be used as @ dormitory and would provide 
room for 20 more beds if required. 

The girls and Sisters are housed in what was 
the original school building. The first building was erected 
many years ago, and has several additions to it. it provides 
a chapel, kitchen, dining rooms, Sisters' bedrooms, as well 
as two spare bedrooms which can be used in an emergency as 
an infirmary, and a girls' dormitory, 72' x 25' x 9e', pitched 
roof, ceiled. Ventilation is obtained through the windows. 
There are 46 beds in the girle' dormitory. Twelve wash basing, 
and individual towels are provided. It is heated with a hot 
air furnace and stoves. Coal oil and gasoline lamps are used 
for lighting purposes. This is not an up-to-date building, 
and in view of its construction, it is not a very convenient 


building to wrk in. It is becoming old, and has served ite 


purpose.

purpose. As soon as circumstances permit, it should be replaced 
with a more modern building. 

Outside steirways are provided for fire escapes, 
and fire extinguishers are placed at easily accessible places 
throughout the building. 

I found both of these buildings being kept clean 
and tidy, and in a very creditable condition. 

Three outside toilets are provided for the girls 
and three for the boys. I found the girls’ toilets in a clean 
and sanitary condition, but the boys' toilets were ina 
disgraceful condition, and showed lack of supervision. I 
pointed this out to the Principal who said that the condition 
would be remedied at once. 

A small farm is operated; they have 60 acres of 
land under cultivation. During the past season they had 200 
bus. of wheat, 500 bus. of oats, 50 tons of green feed, 800 bus. 
of potatoes, 140 bus. of turnips, 80 bus. of carrots, and a 
variety of other vegetables sufficient for their requirements 
throughout the year. The live stock consisted, at the time of 
my visit, of 35 cattle, 7 horses, and 8 pigs. They have also a 
large flock of poultry, and raised 240 chickens last season. 
They have 11 milch cows, 9 of which are kept milking steadily. 

The children, I was informed, get milk to drink. 
An ample quantity of wholesome food is provided for their 
meals. They have porridge with milk each morning, and the 
food is varied; they have soup, meat, vegetables, fish, bread, 
fruit, and lard. The meat used is principally moose meat, 


which is easily obtained. 


The girls are taught general housework, sewing, 


knitting, and fancy work. They keep the building clean under 


supervision 
SL 
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supervision, and assist the Sisters in taking care of the 
poultry. The boys assist with the farm work and the care of 
the stock. They also assist at milking the cows. 

The water supply for the school is obtained 
from the Sturgeon Lake. 

The Principal lives in & separate dwelling, and 
the outbuildings include-a house for the man in charge of the 
outside work, workshop, storehouse, 2 good stables, hog house, 
and poultry house. I found the premises in a tidy condition. 

The Rev. Father Batte, O.M.I., is in charge as 
Principal, with Father Giroux as assistant. An adequate 
staff of Sisters, including the 4 teachers and a trained 
nurse, take care of the inside work. 

I was quite pleased with the manner in which 
this institution is managed, and I consider that they are 
doing good work at this school. 

There are a number of other schools in the 
Agency which I was unable to visit on this trip. I am informed 
that they have a particularly fine school at Wabasco, which 


has just been completed.

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Activities for the boys of this school 
are very limited: They get the regular class-roon 
work, but as far as outside work goes there is no= 
thing for them to do besides helping with a few 
chores, &Ce, and organized outdoor play amongst 
the boys is also lacking. 

The children all looked well and happy. 
I checked over the meals they were being served 
and found that they meet the requirements of the 
children, evidence of which was shown in their 
healthy appearance. 

I need not describe the building, as 
I have done this on previous occasions, and you 
visited it a year ago last August, but as you 
know it is very dilapidated and I would say the 
dormitories are hardly fit for the children to 
sleep in. However, they are probably better than 
most of the homes on the reserve, so very little 
can be said about them. The buildings are all 
kept in as good a state of repair ae possible, 
but you will understand the difficulty of keeping 
a building of this nature in condition, and in my 
opinion this is one place where @ new school is 
required. 

They raise e good garden, but the 
potato crop was more or less of a failure this 
year on account of the wet weather. They had 
fair success with other garden truck, however. 

The school had 60 acres of grain in 
crop this year,- wheat, oats and barley, but this 
was not threshed when I was there as there had 


been so much wet weather and snow. It is difficult 


for this institution to get any more land under 


- cultivation - 
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cultivation, as the land is covered with heavy 
timber, and before any more breaking can be done 
this bush has to be cleared away. Twenty acres 
of brushing was done this summer mostly by the 
etaff and Indians from the reservation. 

The School have 9 cows, 9 calves, 6 
horses, chickens and pigs. It was necessary for 
them to sen@ the rest of their herd down to 
Grovard on account of the shortage of feed. 

The Staff at this instituion consists 
of Rev. Father Girard, 0.M.I., an Assistant 
Principal, 2 lay brothers and 2 hired men, as 
well as 11 Sisters of Providence. They seem to 
be an efficient staff of Sisters, and I believe 
they practically run the school as I do not think 
Father Girard takes very much interest in the 
affaires of this institution, being more concerned 
with the mission work and the administration of 
the farm, &c. 

The Sister Superior made a few requests 
which I am forwarding to the Department in @

I have the honour to report on an 
inspedtion of the St. Francis Xavier's Indian 
Residential School at Sturgeon Lake, in the 
Lesser Slave Lake Agency: 

At the time of my inspection there 
were 85 children at the school, 60 of whom 
were grant-earning pupils. 

I visited the class-rooms and in- 
spected the building, and spent considerable 
time with the children and the Sisters there, 
going over their different activities at the 
school. The Provincial School Inspector re~ 
ported on this institution a short time ago, 
end found the class—room work very satisfactory. 

The girle attending this school are 
being given as good a training in all branches 
of household science as it is possible to give 
them in such an institution, and I found that 7 
of the older ones were not attending classes at 
all, but were getting special instructions in 
cooking, house=keeping, sewing, &c., to better 
fit them for their home life on the reserve. 
This is being done with the authority of the De- 
partment.

Please find enclosed report of labour done 
at the Sturgeon “ske Indian Residentia 11 School during last 
summer, The purchasing of the materia 21 was done according to 
the directions given by your letter of the 14 th of June 
last, of. 131-6-5. 


If you wonder why I have reported higher 
expenses than the appropriations for that work, I will answer 
that it is not always easy to split pills, and bea@&des it 
gives to the “epartment an idea of the expenses we have to 
go in to keep the buildings in pooper snape. I do not hesitate 
to say that the Sturgeon Lake School is not a disgrace to the 
Department by its handsome look, by the exterior at least, 
I wish we could do the same for the interior, 


May I add that the expenses re norted are 
far from covering all the monies spent at Sturgeon “ake, this 
year, for painting and general repairs: sidewalks, stairs, 
fences, rumxkzure furniture, etc. Let me give an example, 

I have had to buy mattresses and pillows for over $500,00 
for Sturgeon “ake only. Joussard's bill for mattresses amounts 
to about $150.00. 


I may seem pessimist, but I wonder how we will 
marfze to rebuild the main building at Sturgeon Lake if the 
Department does not agree to help us, It is out of question 
of abandonning this School, It would be a diaastrous setback, 
The school stands in the centre of an homogenous reserve where 
the population is increasing steadily, This shot ~ be bees. shed

Hon. Sir: 


I have been charged by His Excellency Mgr. Ubald 
Langlois, 0.M.I., Apostolic Vicar of Groverd, Alta., to lay 
before you the distressing situation of one of the Indian 
residential schools of the Vicariate of Grovard, namely the 
Sturgeon Lake Indian residential school. 


This school has been established some thirty 
years ago for the benefit of a large band of Cree Indians. 
It is attended by 90 children, all Treaty Indian children. 
The main building has to be replaced: it is collapsing. 
(Let me point out that school is a two body construction. 
The main building which is to be replaced, sheltering the 
girls and the Sisters in charge; the boys' building, @& 
comparatively new construction and solid yet. It is out 
of question of demolishing it.) 


Since a few years, application for assistance in 
rebuilding the school at Sturgeon Lake has been made by the 
former Vicar Apostolic, Mgr. Joseph Guy, O.M.I. Up to now, 
the Department of Indian Affairs has never found the way 
clear to do so. Everybody familiar with the situation agrees 
to say that the main building is getting dangerous and has to 
be replaced in a short future. The intention is to have the 
work done during the summer of 1940, not this year. 


In the name of the present Vicar Apostolic of Grouard, 
I hereby apply for assistance from the Department. Our finames 
do not allow us to go in heavy expenses. The present school 
has been set up without any contribution from the Department 
due to the liberality of benefactors, but the financial crisis 
has killed the flow of donations. We can no longer rely on 
eifts for such an undertaking. 


According to figures made by an architect on @ 
sketch of the projected construction, it will require between 
$50,000.00 to $60,000.00 to do the work. The intention is to 
build fire-proof. If we could get assurance that financial 
help will be given by the Department of Indian Affairs, we 
would start preparing for the summer 1940. 
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Would the Department find it impossible to 
a opriate a bulk sum to be disbursed in one year. I 
tase on me to suggest the financial help be given by 
increasing the pupilage on the children attending the 


school. 


Sturgeon Lake being 60 miles away from the 
railroad, the material will have to be hauled on frozen 
roads. In order to be ready to start the work early in 
spring, I hereby request the authorization of having the 
plans drafted by the architects of the Department. With 
plans and estimates on hands, it will be easier to have 


everything ready on due time. 


Thanking you for the interview of yesterday 
as well as for the attention you will give to this question,

RBPORT on Water Supply Situation et 
P=) 0 Reside Sehool 


I inspeeted the water supply situa- 
tion at Sturgeon Lake Sehool anf discussed the matter 
es fully aw possible with the local school authori- 
ties on Sra February, 1939. Previously I hed dis- 
oussed the situation with Mr. 8. P. Schmidt Inspector 
of Indian Affaire at Calgary. 


The school buildings are on a bench 
about 40 feet above high water level of Sturgeon lake. 
During the summer season water ie pumped from the 
lake. This supplies a sufficient quantity whieh is 
also suitable except for sueh times as during high 
winks, resulting in str wave action on the lake 
whieh fille the water with small pieces of vogetetle 
matter in suspension. 4s the 1-1/2" water main from 
the intake to the buildings is laid practiaslly on the 

ound surface, this system has to be discontinued at 
he firet approach of frost in the fall of the year 
am cannot be operated until the following spring. 


There is no plumbing of any kind in 
any of the school wildi . The water being pump 
ed to a 120-gallon tank 6 ing outeide the kitchen 
and being carried from this tank to the kitchen by 
hand in peile. They also employ a temporary system 
of piping laid on the surface of the — — 
the summer months whereby the water flows by gravity 
from the 120-gallon tank to the other small mildings 
end the garden. 


During the winter months water is car~ 
ried in drume from a hole in the ice on the lake and 
stored in drums standing around the kitchen. The 
toilets are all and outside and there is practical~ 
ly no fire protection. 


Attempts have been made in the past to 
find sufficient ani suitable water by oigeing wells, 
but without meh success. They have two wells near the 
barn, ome of which has gone dry and the other has barely 
enough water for the requirements of the stook. The 
well water, while be suitable for the stock, is con- 
sidered to be "too herd" and unsuitable for human use. 
aaete I might eay, is the usual experience in this 

strict. 


eeeeeseeeeee 
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Severel of the mildings at thie school 
are very old. That used es the kitehen and girls’ 
dormitory is in a very tumbledowm condition and I wes 
given to understand that the school authorities hope to 
have this replaced by a new tmuilding during 1940. The 
other main building used as the schoolroom and boys' 
dormitory ie a comparatively new frame building on shal- 
low footings ani with a shallow dug-out cellar. It is 
hoped to place # full concrete basement under thie build- 
ing containing suitable space for a furnace rom and 
water reservoir. 


Although the condition of the buildings 
does not come within the scope of thie report, yet future 
building develoments should be taken into consideration 
when Laying plans for a water supply systen. Conse quent- 
ly, I would recommend that any improvements to the water 
supply syetem should be so planned that they would fit in 
and be chaptable to probable future building plane. In 
earrying out this idea, the water mains should be laid in 
@ permanent location, while the installations inside the 
buildings should be temporary and inexpensive but suitable 
to meet all year round conditions for the tim being. 


From #11 indications and the experience 
of the local anthorities, I do mot believe that sufficient 
or suitable water will be found in ea well dug near the 
eohod] buildings. But I do think it most probable that 
@ sufficient and suitable supply will be found in e well 
dug on the lake shore at or near the present phouse. 
The local authorities seemed to doubt this I am de- 
oidedly of the opinién that thie should be tried before 
any more ive method is attempted. If water is 
found in this well, then I would recommend that the fol- 
lowing be done: 


@. The pumphouse be rebuilt in a tight and warm enough 
fashion for winter operation. 


>. The present 290 feet of 1-1/2" galvanised iron pipe 
from the pumphouse to the main milding be buried 
below frost line and extended into the ocsllar under 
the kitchen. 


A 440-gallon pressure tank be purchased and placed 
in the cellar under the kitchen and connected to 
the 1-1/2" main. 


Thies 440-gallon tank should have a 1-1/4" outlet 
main from which a 1/8" line can run to the kitchen 
ana temporary connections made during the summer for 
watering the gardéne etc. These connections can 
be controlled by valves. 


The 1-1/2" main to the kitehen be extenied to the 
eeller under the boys’ dormitory and connected to 
the 120- lon tank whieh now stands outeide the 
kitehen bat which should be moved and installed in 
this edlier.

I should point out that there is no 
electric plant at this school and the present pomp 
is soline operated. It may be necessary to genes 
it for a deep well pump or lower it into the well 1: 
water is found in the proposed well near the pumphouse. 


It is possible that sufficient or suit- 
able water will not be found in thie well, in which 
case it will be mecessary to obtain wter from the lake. 
The present intake is 300 feet out in the lake from the 
paumphouse and the 300 feet of 2" galvanised iron pipe is 
carried on a light trestle. This, of course, can only 
operate during the absence of freesi temperature and 
consequently is used only during the time of year when 
the lake is at ite higher levels. During the winter, 
the lake water recedes so that it will be necessary to 
extend the intake a further 550 feet into the lake to 
reach water during severe freezing weather. This in- 
take pipe should be buried in the lake bed below frost 
line and the problem is how to do this in thie isolated 
locality without suitable equipment. 


The most economical mthod to do the 
excavating for the treneh is use of ao small dragline. 
From enquiries made while on thie inepection trip, I do 
not believe there is one nearer than Edmonton, where the 
Provinelal Government have an up-to-date 1/2 eubic yard 
machine. There is every likelihood that a small drag- 
line sould be used on the proposed improvements to the 
water supply agrees at Joweaerd Residential Sehool (see 
separate report for Joussard); Also the Provincial 
Government will most likely be using a small dragline 
in the Peace River and High Prairie districts next sun- 
mer. This teeing so, I suggest that at the suitable 
time an arrangement be made with the Provineial govern- 
ment Dept. of Public Works for the loan of the machine 
when it is in this vicinity and thereby effecting a 
saving on cost of freighting by dividing it between the 
; ame Goverment ané the jobs at Sturgeon Leake and 

oussard.

This cost would be additional to the 
$1,000.00 mentioned previously, which figure covered 
the eost of proposed work from the pumphouse to the 
buildings. 


As is the oase for the other Residen- 
tiel Schools in the Pease River District, I would re- 
commend that any work done on the water system be 
left to the local authorities under the Indien Affaire 
Brangh,- our Engineering Service Temaining in an aa- 
visory especity only. The prevailing rates of pay 
are little more than half of what we would pay under 
the Department of Labour's Fair Wage Seale and it 
would make {t decidedly awkward for the local author- 
ities afterwards if we went in there and paid the 
higher rates for labour.

As instructed in your memorendum of January 
20th last, arrangements were made for an inspection of 
the water situation at the above School. Reports heave now 
been received and are attached in duplicate. 


It appears that at present during the summer 
season water is pumped from Sturgeon Leke to a 120 gallon 
tank and then flows, by gravity, to the buildings and the 
garden. 


In winter the above system is discontinued and 
water is carried from the Leke and stored in drums near 
the kitchen. 


It appears thet attempts have been made in 
the past to obtain a supply of water by digging wells, 
but without success. 


There is at present no interior plumbing in 
the buildings but possibility of seme being installed, 
especially in any new buildings thet may he constructed 
shortly, should be taken into aceount in any present 
proposals for obteining a water supply: 


Our engineer considers it most probable that 
a sufficient and suitable supply of water will be found 
in @ well dug on the lake shore. Feiling this the alter- 
native is @ long pipe line out into the leke. However, 
as the cost of the first or well experiment would apparent- 
ly be only $60.00 it is felt thet this method should 
certainly be tried first. 


We therefore recommend the undertaking of work 
estimated to cost $1,000.00, as detailed on page 3 of our 
Engineer's report. it will be noted that except for the 
$60.00 item for digging new well on the lake shore, all 
this expenditure is for enlergement and improvement of the 
present system, particulerly to make it a winter or year... 
round service. r

We have practically no information about the 
grouna water ocourrences near the above mentioned schools, 
but judging from the geology it seems advisable to limit 
the depth of drilling in some cases. 


The chances of getting a water supply neer the 
Sturgeon Lake Sehool are probably good. The Gistriet is 
underlain by the Wapiti formation which contains several 
gana horigons that carry a good water supply fn the Peace 
River Gietrict. I cannot tell to what depth you will 
have to 4rill here but it should be no deeper than the top 
of the black shale which underlies the Wapiti formation. 


The chances are probably poor of getting « 
supply of good water from the bedrock of all the otter schools 
and drilling should be confined to the surface deposits, The 
bedrock in these places ie a black or dark grey shale. 


It ie impossible to tell exactly where you 
should drill, without having seen the ground. sually in 
searching for water in the surface depos‘ts, gravel ridges 
and stream valleys are good places to prospect. 


We will be very glad to co-operate with you in 
any way we can, and if you wish to coneult us please do 
so at any tine, 


If you 4rill please let us know what resuits 
you get in orier that we may have the information on file.

The Sturgeon Lake Residential School is 8 
chureh-owned school, operated by the Departwent in ¢o- 
operation with the Oblate Order. This school hes an 
enrolment et this date of 90 pupils. 


The school buildings at Sturgeon Lake are of 
log construction. Reports on file would inéicate that 
the buildings, perticulerly the girls' wing, sre ine 
@ilspidated condition. This building ie heated by 
stoves ané has been for 4 ounber of years an acute 
fire hazard. It will be note’, from a letter sent 
forward for the signature of the Uinister, that %1,50° 
wes spent last yeer in providing an adequate water 
supply for these buildings and thet this year the 
lumber and cement necessery for the construction of 
a foundetion at the boys! wing heve been supplied. 

The desirability of preceeding with the construction 
of a new senool at St eon Lake has been reviewed 
from time to time and Bishop Lanclois has been partic- 
ularly insistent in his recuests for a new building 

at this point during his recent visits to Ottawa. in 
response to a request received frou Wr. Jeckson, Bishop 
Langlois forsarced sketch plans of a new building to 
the Department about three gonths ago. In this con- 
nection Tf ney refer to Mr. Jackson's memorandua to ne, 
dated March 19, 1940. 


It should be borne in sind that the construction 
of a new school at Sturgeon Lake, the cost of whieh 


would - 
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would in all probability exceed $150,000, if the 
building is to be fully modern and fireproof throurhout, 
4s inseparably bound up with requests that have been 
before the Department for a number of years with 
respect to the construction of an Anglican school at 
Wabasea, an Anglican sehool et Whitefish Lake and a 
Roman Catholic school at Holy Angels requested by 
Bishop Breynat. It should be horne in mind also that 
the Anglican school destroyed about two years ago at 
Carcross, Yukon Territory, has not yet been rebuilt 
and that the nited Church school at Round Leke, 
Crooked Lakes Avency, Saskatchewan, is in an appalling 
Gondition ard hss been condemned by the Saskatchewan 
Government Sanitary Inspector. 


Wo provision has been mede in the estimates 
of this year for the building of an Indian day or 
residential school anywhere in the Dominion, In view 
of existing war conditions and the apparent desire on 
the part of the Government to keep expenditures in the 
regular services st the lowest possible figure, it is 
not considered either by the officials or by myself 
advisable to submit items for the conetruction of new 
buildings curing the coming fiscal year.

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


I received, a few weeks ago, a very pressing 
letter from His Excellency Bishop Langlois of Grouard, Alberta, 
regarding the condition of the Sturgeon Lake Residential 
School. 


As you are aware, this is one of the oldest 
Church=owned school buildings in Northern Alberta. For reasons 
which it is not necessary to enumerate in this letter, this 
school was very sadly neglected in past years when the Depart- 
ment was able to spend large sums of money on new buildings 
as well as on substantial repairs to old structures. Asa 
consequence it is in such a condition that something must be 
done immediately if the Bishop is to continue to authorize 
his Missionaries to conduct a school for the Indians of the 
district. 


Would it be possible to secure the permission 
of your Department to spend, during the present fiscal year, 
on substantial repairs to the Sturgeon Lake School, at least 
80% of the total amount provided for the five schools under 
the jurisdiction of Bishop Langlois? I understand that this 
would mean placing at his disposal about $6000.00. This latter 
sum is not large but if spent judiciously, and if the Church 
authorities are able to supply, as they think they will be, 
most of the labour free of charge, the repairs undertaken 
might be substantial enough to place this school, at least 
temporarily, in a condition which would enable the Church 
authorities to continue operating it as a residential school. 


Your immediate attention to this matter would 
be greatly appreciated as Sturgeon Lake is not easily accessible 
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and the freighting of all building materials takes a good 
deal of time. If the Bishop could be advised on or about 
July 20 that he is authorized to carry out his plans it is 
likely that most of the work which will be judged necessary 
to place the school in a livable condition could be done 
before the winter sets in.

Will you please refer to your memorandum 
of the 2lst instant, file No. 131-6-5, to which was 
attached a copy of a letter from the Rev.Father Plourde, 
suggesting t the money provided in the current year's 
appropriation for the five Roman Catholic Schools in 
Northern Alberta should be used principally to make a 
start on the construction of some new buildings at 
Sturgeon Lake. 

I discussed the matter with the Minister 
this morning and he thought that it would not be wise 
to carry out the proposed suggestion, in view of the 
fact that the repairs and improvements to the other four 
schools are necessary and should be carried out this year. 
If they are put off, to that extent larger sums would

The Minister appreciates that many repre 
tations have been made to the Branch and to himself in 
regard to the condition of the buildings at Sturgeon Lake 
and as to the necessity of new buildings being constructed, 
the cost of which might be in excess of 350,000. He 
pointed out that the proposed expenditure of j6,000 towards 
the cost of one building would only be of temporary help 
and would probably not be of any permanent benefit. He 
stated that so long as the war continued and probably for 
a few years afteryards at least, there would be very little 
likelihood of anfattems being included in the Estimates 
for the building or repairing of Residential Schools.

The condition of the Sturgeon Lake Sehool 
has been carefully reviewed by the officials and the 
Minister of this Department on a number of occasions 
during the last two or three years, In this connection 
may I refer to the Minister's letter to you, dated 
Avugeust 95, 1941. In thie letter the #inister tekes 
the position that in view of war conditions he is not 
prepared to commit the Gove rnzuent to the rebuilding 
of the school at Sturgeon Lake. However, ve have been 
greatly disturbed by the stateszents sede by you in 
respect te the actusl condition of the girls! wing of 
the school and particulerly the fire haserds that now 
exist. ‘e are personally convinced, therefore, that 
the building should be either reconstructed or abandoned. 
With the limited funds at our disposal «nd the building 
program suspended, the ebandenment of the sehool at this 
perticuler time is not in our judgment a practical 
preposal.

certain unexpende?’ balances of the Grouard, Joussard 
and Vermilion GSehools. These unexpented balances 
amount to approximately #5,000. In your conversation 
with me you intimated thet it was of the utmost import- 
ance that certain building supplies shoul¢ go in by 
winter freight, and it 1s our hope that the emount of 
money now re-alloceted «ill ensble you to purchase 
these supplies. 


You can readily appreciate how difficult 
it is for a government to undertake commitments that 
involve the expenditure of money, other than the amounts 
actually contained tn the appropriations voted annually 
by Parliament. It is just porsidble, horever, that an 
amount, approximately ecusl to the amount spent for 
repairs at the five schools in your @iocese, might during 
the next four or five years be spent on the reconstruction 
of the girls't wing. This could only be done, of course, 
on the understanding thet the Church would sasuve full 
responsibility for the repeirs needed Curing this period 
at the other four schools and on the understanding also 
that the total amount spent by the Sovernment at Sturgeon 
Lake would not exceed £25,000. In the course of your 
interview with me, you intimeted that it was the tntention 
of the Chureh to spend an amount evel to the amount spent 
by the Government in supplying labour ond meterials for 
the reconstruction work at Sturgeon Leke, If I am mis- 
taken in this conclusion, you might state in your reply 
the extent to which the énurer is prepared to contribute 
te this project. 


The plans of the new building, prepared by 
you ond submitted to the Department for consideration 
& couple of years ago, appear to be satisfactory. In the 
work ef reconstruction every effort should be made to 
make the building as fireproof as possible. The work will 
of course be subject to departmental inspection and 
approval from time to time. 


In conclusion, may I refer again to the 
Winieter's letter of August 25, last, in which he referred 


generally 
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generally to the acvisability of reviewing our 
residential school policy in oréer that the cost 

of this method of educstion mizht be reduced. In 
approving of the expenditures at Sturseon Lake it 
must be understood that we are doting so only 
because of the general insanitary comition of the 
building and the ccute fire hazards to which T have 
already referred, ené that se must still keep in 
mind the substitution of dey schools for residential 
schools where loesl conditions render such section 
on our part at all possible. It gust be unterstood 
also that the reconstruction of the Sturgeon Lake 
Sehool cannot counit the Department in any way to 
an increase of pupils at the inetttution at any time 
in the years immediately ahead of us.

uring the fiscal year 1941-42 we expended 
an amount of $5,551.10. In memorandum of October 17 
it was requested that the amount of (3,450.00 would be 
transferred to the Sturgeon Lake Sehool and thie has 
been done by Treasury poard No. T 252514 B, october 29. 
This makes a total amount evaileble for expenditure of 
5,450.00, or 4 total for the two years of $12,761.10. 
If this letter expenditure is approved, it would mean 
that the balance of te 25,000.00 would be made 
available in subsequent fiseal years. 


Construction of the building has not yet 
actually commenced but it is intended to do so in the 
sumer of 1943. Last year we authorized Bishop Langlois 
to make necessary purchases to the amount available and 
he has secured materials which have been carefully 
stored.

I have your letters of the 25th ultimo, 
enclosing accounts in connection with the expenditure 
at the Sturgeon Lake Residential School. On checking 
these accounts it is found that those from the Canadian 
General Electric Company provide a discount of 1% if 
the account is paid within ten days. present regu- 
lations require us to take advantage of all discounts. 
Consequently, as the total of the Canadian General 
Electric accounts was $579.01, we have deducted $5.79, 
or 1%, making the net amount refundable to you in 
connection with these Canadian General Electric Company 
accounts $575.22. With the addition of the payments 
you made to the Northern Alberta Railways, J-H- Ashdown 
Hardware and Lockerbie and Hole Limited, the total we 
can allow is $5,494.21, a cheque for which amount will 
go forward under separate cover to the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, Edmonton, Alberta. 


I also note from your letters that the 
total contract for plumbing and heating amounts to

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Dominating the cluster of buildings on the north end of Sturgeon Lake and 
the whole country side, stends the Catholic Mission boarding school for girls 
and sisters, started last year and nearing completion. 


Father A. Alac, who built the first Catholic Church at Grande Prairie, is in 
charge of the Mission and is assisted by Father Gigutre. 

Sister Saturnine is the Mother Superior who is assisted by ten other Sisters. 

There are 85 pupils on the r 11, ell Indiens. 

Practically all the work has been done by the Brothers. 

The building was designed by Brother Laurin of Montreal, who is in charge of 
the work. Brother Allie of Quebec Vity is responsible for the painting; Brother 
Létourneau of Mor treal, for brickwork, Brothers Helcourt and Dumas are also assisting 
jin the construction. Br« ther Michael Mathis, who has been attached to the Mission 
for many years, has also made valuable contributions to the construction of this 
magnificent structure. 

The old dormitory, built in 1907, will be leter torn down, other buildings 
moved back, which will allow for more pleasing surroundings.

The water represented by this sample does not show the presence of

GENERAL 


We worked into our itinerary a visit to the Bishop's 
Palace at McLennan, where it was our good fortunate to meet His 
Lordship, Bishop U. Langlois. His secretary, Rev. L.Beuglet, 
stated that the mew school at Sturgeon Lake had cost $70,000.00 
and wished me to revort my impressions of this institution as it 
was his understanding that the Branch had offered to pay 50% of 
the cost. 

This new school is a very well constructed building. 
It is modern and well planned; 1 was particularly impressed with 
the dormitories. 1 can quite believe it cost $70,000.00 since 
material and labour were higher in War years than previously. i 
would say that good value was received at that cost. 

This school is situated on the shores of a beautiful 
lake and the Alaska Highway passes between it and the lake. it 
will attract the attention of tourists from all parts of the 
World, and it is hoped that the grounds and buildings can always 
be kept in a good state of repair, and attractive, because the many 
who will see it will get their impression of our educational 
institutions from what they see here. 

Generalities were the topic of conversation with His 
Lordship and i left him impressed with the idea that he will 
co-operate with an open mind on all questions that will arise.

It is my understanding that during your 
recent visit to Ottawa you discussed with the Chief 
Executive Assistant the dilapidated ana insanitary 
condition of the Sturgeon Lake Residential School and 
ways end means whereby in your judgment tnis scnool 
could be reconstructed, 


You also discussed with me at the time of 
your visit tne conaition of this school and the necessity 
of certain repairs which were urgently required if the 
school were to remain in operation. 


The condition of the Sturgeon Lake School has 
been carefully reviewed by tne officials and the Minister 
of this Department on a number of occasions during the 
last two or three years. In this connection may I refer 
to the Minister's letter to you, dated August 25, 1941. 

In this letter the Minister takes the position that in 

view of wer conditions he is not prepared to commit the 
Government to the rebuilding of the school at Sturgeon 
Lake. However, we have been greatly disturbed by the 
statements made by you in respect to the actual condition 
or the girls' wing of the school and particularly the fire 
hazards that now exist. e are personally convinced, there- 
fore, that the builaing shoulda be either reconstructed or 
abandoned. ith the limited funds at our disposal and the 
building program suspended, tne abandonment of the school at 
this particuler time is not in our judgment a practical 
proposal. 


It has been decided, therefore, that steps 
should be taken toward the reconstruction of the builaing 


Right Rev. U. Langlois, 0.M.I., 
Bishop of Grouard, 
Grouara, Alberta. 
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and with this object in mind, the Minister is prepared to 
recommend that an order-in-council be passed, transferring to 
the Sturgeon Lake School certain unexpended balances of the 
Grouard, Joussard and Vermilion Schools. These unexpended 
balances amount to approximately $5,000. In your conver- 
sation with me you intimated that it was of the utmost 
importance that certain building supplies shoulda go in by 
winter frei¢ht, and it is our hope that the amount of money 
now re-allocated will enable you to purchase these supplies. 


You can readily eppreciate how difficult it is 
for a government to undertake commitments that involve the 
expenditure of money, other than the smounts actually con- 
tained in the appropriations voted ennually by Parliament. 
It is just possible, however, that en amount, approximately 
equal to the amount spent for reprirs at the five schools 
in your diocese, might during the next four or five years be 
spent on the reconstruction of the girls' wing. This could 
only be done, of course, on the understending that the Church 
would assume full responsibility for the repeirs needed during 
this perioa at tne other four schools and on the understanding 
ulso that the total amount spent by the Government at Sturgeon 
Lake would not exceed $25,000. In the course of your inter- 
view with me, you intimated that 1t was the intention of the 
Church to spend an amount equal to the amount spent by the 
Government in supplying labour and materials for the re- 
construction work at Sturgeon Lake. If I am mistaken in this 
conclusion, you might state in your reply the extent to 
which the Church is prepared to contribute to this project. 


The plans of the new building, prepared by you 
and submitted to the Department for consideration a couple 
of years ago, appear to be satisfactory. In the work of 
reconstruction every effort should be made to make the building 
as fireproof as possible. The work will of course be 
subject to departmental inspection and approval from time 
to time. 


In conclusion, may I refer again to the Minister's 
letter of August 25, last, in which he referred generally 
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to the advisability or reviewing our residential scnool 
policy in order tnat the cost of this method or education 
might be reduced. proving of the expenditures at

My dear Bishop Langlois, 


I have your letter of the 12th instant in 
which you refer to the Sturgeon Lake Indian Residential 
School and to the proposal Father Plourde made that the 
sum of $6,000 should be taken from the amount that ned 
been allocated in this year's estimates for repairs to your 
schools in Northern Alberta and used for the purpose of 
making a start on construction of new buildings at 
Sturgeon Lake. 


I have no hesitation in saying that the matter 
is one which has given me a great deal of worry and the 
decision communicated to Father Plourde was reached only 
after the problem had been considered very thoroughly 
and from every angle. 


I know it is not necessary for me to point out 
to you the enormous burdens Canade has assumed in con- 
nection with our war effort and which will increase as 
the war continues, he longer it lasts the more serious 
will be the consequences afterwards. We are now, as you 
know, spending at the rate of one and a half billion 
dollers a year for war purposes. In addition we have to 
provide for the ordinary expense of running the Govern- 
ment machine. Further, we must find funds to assist 
Great Britain in making purchases in this country to the 
extent of almost another billion dollars. The providing 
of these large sums during each year the war continues 
is a very great task. yhen the war is over it will be a4 
more difficult one to pay back the money we have bor- 
rowed. Undoubtedly there will nave to be 4 very arastic 
curtailment in all government spending. Many of the 
privileges that we nave enjoyea and the benefits we nave 
received at public expense will be cancelled or reduced. 
je cannot expect to carry on all our institutions in 
the same way and on the same scale as we dia prior to the 
outbreak of war. ‘There may nave to ve changes in many 
of them, even in thosethat have been established for a

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long time and which, over a period of years, have been 
considered to be more or less permanent. Therefore we 
must keep all these things in mind in dealing with 
problems which though pressing at the moment may involve 
further expenditures of money. 


This brings me to the request you have made 
that authority shoulda be given to divert funds thet have 
been provided for ordinary repairs to your otner scnools 
in Alberta in order that a start can be made on the con- 
struction of new and more permanent buildings involving 
much larger expenditures in the future amounting to 
approximately $50,000. 


I woulda not be frank if I did not say that 
due to the war and wnat will follow after the war, I think 
the time has arrived wnen further consideration will have 
to be given to the cost of carrying on the present Indian 
educational system, We must of necessity consider carefully 
making further capital expenditures on 4 number of the 
existing residential schools. I do not wish to suggest that 
there is not a need for residential schools in connection 
with the welfare of the Indians, but T think you will agree 
that thet need is greater or less, depending upon where they 
are situated and the extent to which they provide the 
necessary educational facilities at 4 reasonable cost. 


There are in the Sturgeon Lake Reserve approx- 
imately 350 Indians, The attendance in the Sturgeon 
Lake School during the past few years has averaged between 
80 ana 90. With two or three exceptions all of the children 
come from families belonging to this Reserve. I am informed 
that the school was started about the year 1912, in which 
year the grant was $2,500. In the year 1922-23 the grant 
had increased to about $5,600. In the year 1932-33 it had 
increased to $11,000. and lest year it had increased to 
nearly $15,000. Although your church constructed the 
buildings during this period the Department made considerable 
annual expenditures for repairs and in 1929 made a grant of 
23,000 towards the cost of construction of a new building. 
At the same time we have paia the cost of the night watchman. 


It would appear, therefore, that, taking into 


consideration the amount of the per capita grant and amounts 
paid for annual repairs, text books and school supplies, 
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the cost so far as the Government is concerned is very 
close to $200. per pupil. While this cost includes 

feeding and clothing the children, it shoulda be kept in 
mina that the average cost of educating an Tndian child in the 
day schools is about $45. per annum, which is less than one 
quarter of the cost. Again, when one compares the cost 

per pupil in rural white schools in Alterta, which averages 
about $60. a year, the question arises as to the extent 

to which the taxpayers of Canada should be asked to cone- 
tribute to the cost of educating Indian children in 
residential schools when the amount is much higher than 
what they pay for educating their own children. There are, 
of course, many facts which make 4 comparison of this kind 
dirficult, due to the fact that a good wear of the Indian 
bands are more or less nomadic in their nabits. 


However, as I mentioned berore, tne wnole 
problem is one wnich will have to be given serious con- 
sideration. I think we shoulda explore tne possibility 
of establishing day scnools in the Sturgeon Lake Keserve 
and operating them auring tne periods in the year when 
the Indians are on the Reserve. 


In conclusion may I say that the Government 
is very appreciative of the burdens assumea by the churches 
of all denominations in connection with our Indian educational 
problem ana the contributions, financial and otherwise, 
that they have made in the past in assisting the Depart- 
ment in carrying out this responsibility.

Gentlemen: - 


in response to your inquiry regarding the 
cost and present condition of the Sturgeon Lake 
Residential School to the construction of which you 
were good enough to contribute a ratner large amount, 
1 wish to make tne following statement: 


(1) The school has cost to date, that is to 
January ist, 1945, $66,212.82. 


(2) There is still to be done some painting and 
carpenter work. 


(3) These two items will not cost over #500.00 


(4) The furnishing of the scnool has only cost 
$601.32. The reason of this small expenditure is 
that tne furniture of tne old school was used for the 
most part. Of course it must be understood tnat, 
when conditions warrant it, the Department will supply 
such quantities or new furniture as it may be deemed 
necessary to place this school on a footing equal to 
that of other Departmental institutions. 


(5) The diocesan authorities have contributed to 
date $49,937.51 and the Department $160,275.31. When 
the Department nas fulfilled its pledge, this latter 
amount will be increased to about $25,000.00 unless 
it is deemed advisable, and justifiable as well, to 
contribute a larger amount than was at first promised 
by the Department. ‘his would only be, in our estimation, 
just and fair as there was a large increase in building 
costs between the date of tne promise made by the Depart- 
ment and the final completion of the building. 


The school measures 120 x 50 feet, has two 
storeys and a full basement. This basement has a 9 feet 
ceiling, the ground floor 10, and the second storey 9. 
There is moreoever an annex for the boileroom which 
measures 20' x 40', with a 9" ceiling. This would give 
a total cubage of 175,200 feet. At the low cost of 
$0.40 per cubic foot, and we consider this to be 4 very 
low price due to the very high cost of transportation 
between Sturgeon Lake and supply centers, this new 
school would be worth #70,080.00. 


I am enclosing a photograph taken just before 
the outside scaffolding was taken down, which gives 4 
fair iaea of the size and appearance of the building, 
but a more up-to-date photograph wiii shortly be for- 
warded to you.

As you know, these schools are located 
some distance from the place where the Indian 
resides and in the ordinary course of events I doubt 
very much if the children attend regularly, I have 
in mind paws oulerty the Calling Lake White School. 
I would like to know how many Indian children are 
enrolled at that school and I would also like to 
know the average attendance of these children from 
September 1 to the Christmas holidays. If the 
attendance has been as irregular as I suspect, I 
would like your opinion a the possibility 
of having these children pleced in the Sturgeon 
Lake Residential School, where they would receive 
regular training and proper care and attention.
